August 9th, 2017 


Don (KDOHHN) opened the meeting at 7:00pm with 20 people present including 3 guests. 
After introductions, he announced a proposal for membership; Joseph C.(Jody) Jacobs 
(KEOOAA), a Technician from Hannibal. Jody is a new ham that just got his license last month. 
A motion to accept was made by Kenny (KEOKCO) and seconded by Rocky (KEOKCR). The 
motion carried. Jody becomes our newest member! Welcome Jody! Don asked if everyone read 
last month’s meeting minutes and asked for a motion to accept. Rocky (KEOKCR) made a 
motion to accept, and it was seconded by Ken (KEOBKL). The motion carried. 

Treasurer’s Report: 

Larry (WB2UFO) read the Treasurer’s Report for March 2017. Last month’s Ending Balance 
was $1,412.42, this month’s Ending Balance is $1,557.87, and the CD Balance is $1,325.94, 
making the Club’s Total Assets $2,883.81. A motion to accept the Treasurer’s Report was made 
by Cliff (KOCA) and seconded by J.D. (WOAJD). The motion carried. 

Repeaters: 

Don emailed everyone pictures of the 88 machine that is now fixed. Tommy with A& W 
Communications gave us a set of new cans and a new surge protector at no cost. The entire 
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setup new would retail for about eight thousand dollars, and we got it for about two hundred 
dollars. Discussion followed about insuring the new equipment with ARRL Insurance. Ed 
(NOWNV) made a motion to insure the equipment for $2,500 if the insurance company would 
allow. The motion was seconded by Ken (KEOBKL). A show of hands was necessary because 
of a split vote. The motion failed with 6 “yes” and 8 “no” votes. It was then decided to table the 
issue until we spoke with the insurance company. 

Unfinished Business: 

Don will try to get an update from Shane (KDOUUW), and the Board of Public Works as to 
when we may have the antenna poles set. Kyle (NOOR) who chairs the committee wasn’t able 
to attend the meeting. Don said he has the club’s G5RV and he also had one that Howard 
(KODFW) brought in that had been donated by Carol (WA9EFYV). Don will inquire about the 
possibility of getting steps installed on the poles by the BPW, and John (NOJA) had suggested 
using glass insulators instead of pulleys. 

Don updated the Club about the Scout group in Elsberry that wanted to have us set up a ham 
radio demonstration for their Annual Jamboree on the Air weekend, October 21“ and 22". John 
(NOJA) gave Don a contact in that area, but he had prior commitments, but Ed (NOWNV) 
knows a couple of ham operators in the Elsberry area that may be able to help. 

The 2017 Solar Eclipse will be August 21“, and Don mentioned that SEMA will activate some 
of the EOC’s with concerns of large crowds, and the possibility of the eclipse causing problems 
with the electric grid and electronic components. The Hannibal EOC will be on standby. 

New Business: 

Larry (WB2UFO) reminded the members of the benefits of being a member of the ARRL. In 
addition, if members join or renew their membership through the Club, the Club retains $2.00 
of the fee. This can be very beneficial to our treasury, and we encourage everyone to consider 
doing this. Discussions of the many other benefits of joining the ARRL were discussed. 
Volunteers for the Monday Night Net are needed as Net Control. The duty is currently shared 
by Steve (KDOYTH), Don (KDOHHN), Larry (WB2UFO) and Tony (WOPGL). After many 
years of being Net Control, Tony has asked to step down. Thanks for all your service Tony! If 
you are interested, please contact Don. 

Kenny (KEOKCQ) mentioned an upcoming event that the Civil Air Patrol is holding sometime 
in September. They are planning an Open House at the Hannibal Regional Airport. Kenny and 
Rocky (KEOKCR) inquired if the Club might be interested in setting up a communications 
demonstration. Apparently there is some interest in ham radio by the CAP members, and 
several Club members expressed interest in helping out. 

Don announced the ARRL will hold its annual Simulated Emergency Test (SET). This year’s 
emergency drill is called “Black Swan” and the scenario will be a series of super cell 
thunderstorms forming in Iowa and leaving a path of destruction across the mid-west into Ohio. 
It’s planned for the first weekend in October, and they want to practice passing traffic.

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will be held this weekend August 12". Set up will begin Friday evening, the 11", and tailgaters 
will set up Saturday morning. Testing will be held Saturday.

This is the month of 
September so remember to talk like a pirate on September 19 
Arr.. .. Arr! 


73 Larry WB2UFO 
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PIRATE ALERTS. The Daily DX is reporting the following: "For more than a year now 
an Amateur Radio operator from Southern Europe has been pirating the following 
calls on CW. It started off with VU2TS, but only on CW. Then he was switching 
between VU2TS and 4U1ITU, when the club was using 4U1WRC, again CW only. Next he 
began using 5H3PM, CW only. The pirate has now recently switched over to 5H3MG 
again CW only. I have confirmed with Tanzania Communications Regulatory 
Authority(TCRA) that both 5H3 calls are not currently registered calls. The 
Signals are clearly coming from Southern Europe." For more details, also read:
